eatth, ſome gathering thereupon that ſome God diſcended from 
heauen to the benefite of mankind , and for that cauſe had that 
Marre an image erected to it in Rome, and as Plinies words are.

43 adored. Fourthly his preſentation in the temple, according to 
the Lawe of Moſes, where openly came old Symeon, by the mo- 
tion of the ſpirit for be had a reulamiom m God, ibat he fhentd not Luk. a. 
ſer death, till be had ſeen the Lords Chrift took the child in his armes, 
acknowledged him for the Meſſiah, propheeied that he ſhould be 
alight to bot evealed unto the Gentiles, appointed for the fall & 
riſing againe of many in Iſrael , with other events, which after- 
wards came to paſſe. So did likewiſe Anna the Propheteſſe, as it is 
in the ſame chapter. Fifcly, that moſt pitifull marder of all the 1. "wt 
Infants in and about Bethlehem, upon this occaſion, as was pro 
phec ed by Ieremic, ſaying, A vnc was bleed on bigb, monrning and Ier. 3 , 5.

I, & for chat cauſe thoſe iufante were ealſeti her childre,albeit ſre 
were dead abone two thouſand yeeres before they were ſlayne, & 
aboue one thouſand and ſiue hundreth beforeleremie wrote this 
prophecie. Among which Iuſants Herod alſo for more aſſurance, 
ewe an infant of his oune, for that he was deſeended by the mo- 
thers ſide of the line oſ luda. Which crueltie comming to Augu- 
us his cares, he ſayd, he had rather be He rods ſwine , then his 
ſonne, for that he being a Iewe was prohibited by his religion to 
akill his ſu ine, though not aſnamed to kill his ſonne. 
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further ſaying, Bebould the Lord rideth vpen « light cloud (which 


ipt thell tremble) at bis preſence, which later pointe Euſebius 
weth was fulfilled = evidently in the fight of all: the world, 
for that no nation came to chriſtianreligion with fo great celerity 
and fervour as-did the Egyptians, who threwe downetheire Idols 
before any other nation. And as they had beene the firſt in Idola- 
trie to other countries, ſo were they, the firſt by Chriſt his coming 
vnto them that afterwards gave exãple of true returne vnto theix 
creator. It followeth in Iſay, / will deliver the Egipriam into the bands of 
erxel Lords (theſe were the Roman Lords and Princes, Pompei, 
Ceſar, Antonie &c. & 4 wightie King chall y eigne ever thi cc. this mult 
needs be Auguſtus the Emperor, who after the death of Cleopatra 
the laſtof the blood of the Prolimies, tooke poſſeſſion of all Egypt 
and ſubjected it as a province to the Romaine empire. But after 
theſe temporall afflictions threatned againſt Egypt, be hold a moſt 
Euangelical promiſe of deliverance : In that. din ſhall ſiue cities of ib 
bend of Egypt feake the languageof Canaan, Ce. pa that day ſhall the altar 
of the Lord, be in the midde ofthe Land of Egypt 0. T hey ſhall erye un- 
to the Lord becauſe of their oppreſſors, and he ſhall fend them a Saviour, and 
a great man, and ſhall deliver them, c. T he Lord of Hoits ſhall bliſs 
n ſaying, Bleſſed be 1 people of Egypr, ec. This bleſſing ( —— 
Egyptians obteyned by our Saviours being in Egypt, whom here 
the Prophet calleth by his ohne name Feſus ,. a Saviour, a great. 
man. Finally, the comming of Iohn Baptiſt, his forerunger or 
Meſſenger, as was prophecicd, Behold, I will ſend am «Meſſenger and 
be ſirall prepare the way before we, and the Lord whom ye fecke ſhall Speedy 
come to bis temple. And againe, I will fend you & hoh the Prep bet, that is 
to ſay, Iohn the Baptiſt, in the ſpirit and power of Eliah, as an an»

handled & c. that} [ay which We have ſeene and heard diclare we unto yom 
what can be more palpable? = "1 
After his baptiſme he began to preach(having before gotten 
his living ( as moſt conjeRure ) with his owne hands, and es- 
ten his bread with the ſweat of his browes, to ſhew khimſclfe true 
man, and that he was made a curſe for vs, (as it is written in the 
Hear of thy browes ſpalr thou eate thy broad) & what was his doArine? 
of this world, or worldly delights, of pleaſure, or profite, no, uo, 
quite contrarte to the humours of this wicked world, and to the

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ons of fleſh and blood, which procured him the more ha- 
tred ( as in all the foure Euangeliſts, Mathewe, Marke, Luke, and 
Iohn, who recorded both his ſayings and doings may appeare:) 
wholly tending to the ſinceare ſervice of God in ſpirit and truth, 
to the exalcation of Gods glotie, the beating downe of mans 

ide, by diſcovering his miſerie, to the contempt of this wic- 
2 world and vaine pompe thereof, to the mortifiation of all 
ſinnes in vs, patience, peace of conſcience &c. in a word all di- 
rected to the manifeſtatiqn of his fathers will and amendment of 


mans life: tending whollie to this one ground or principle thou Deut. 6. 1. 
ſhalt lows the Lord thy God with all thy ſouls which is the firſt and great ci Mat. a3. 37. 


mandement and thy neighbour as thy ſelfe, on which two bangeth the whole 
lum and the Prophet. The maner of his doctrine was ſimple plaine 
and eaſie, altogither according to the evidence of the ſpirit, not 
in the enticing words of mans wiſdome like the heathen orators 
& Philoſophers; nor like the Scribes & Phariſees, but with power 
and authoritie, without eyther ſeare or flatterie of any mans per- 
ſon,rebuking all mens finnes even to their faces,which(I fay )pro» 
cured him ſuch a general! hatred, It tooke away no one ſpiricuall 
point of Moſes law (but the ceremoniall onely and provinciall, 
which by the comming of the Meſſiah was to be taken away)yea 
rather revived, interpreted and made perfect the ſame, corrupted 
much by the Iewes falſe interpretations and gloſſes. That (as they 
taught) commaunding external obſervance onely, this adding in- 
ternall obeditnce alſo. Fdr whereas that enjoyned (according to 
the letter, and as they interpreted) to loue our neighbours and 
friends, and no further: this adjoyneth love alſs your enemies, bleſs 
them that curſe you Math. 5. 43. Where that prohibited actually ro 
commit adulterie, & no more (as they imagined) this forbiddeth 
the adulterie of the eye and of the verie hart. And ſo of all the reſt 
of the decalogue our Saviours doctrine is nothing elſe but a moſt 
exact and fincere expoſition, according to the true intent of the 
Law-giver God the father. Therefore I conclude this do&rine ſo 
quite contraric to the groſſe humours of this wicked world. and 
ſo repugnant to ficſh & blood, ſo wholly devoted to Gods glorie 
and the ſincere obſervation of his law is the doctrine proper to 
the Meſſiah, which the Prophets of God foretold ſhould be deli- 
ered by him (at his comming) into 7 world,

Lor his life and converſation, (che expreſſe image oF his Bow | 
trine) it was ſtaineles, and without reproof, even by the tellj» 
teſtimonie of his very enimi-s: acknowledged alſo by the divills 
themſelves, A man of ſuch gravitie as-neverin his lyfe he was no- 
ted to laugh, but often to veepe: of ſuch humilitie as being the 
ſonne of God, yerſcarce took vpon him the dignitie of aſervant, 
of ſo mild and ſwret a nature as all the injuries of his enimies no- 
ver wrcſtcd from him an angrie worde, but on he contrarie 
prayers andl teares in theire behalfs.

two principall points, or s thereof. The firſt, for that in his- 
tyme there was more ſtore of wiſemen then before,whoſe anſwers 
might ſtand in ſteede of Oracles : and the other, for thatpethaps 
the Spirits accuſtumed to yeelde Oracles, were by length of ryme 
wen old and dead. Both which reaſons, in the common 
ce of all men muſt needs be falſe: & by Plutarch himſelf cannot 
Rand with probabilitie. For firft in his books, which he wrote of 
the lines of auncient famous men, he confeſſeth, that in ſuch kind 
of wiſdome as he moſteſteemed,they had not their equals amon 
their poſteritie. Secondly, in his Treatiſe of Phyloſophie he pat- 
ſeth it for a ground, that Spirits can not dye or waxe old. And 
therefore of neceſſitie there muſt be ſome other cauſe yeelded of 
the ceaſing of theſe Oracles : which can not be but the preſence, 
and commandement of ſome higher power: according to that 
ſaying of S. Iohn : for to this end and purpoſe appeared the ſonne 4 God, 1 Ioh. 3, U 
to wit, chat. be might diſtrey the Works of the divel. Neyther did Ieſ 
this alone in his one perſon, but gaue alſo powre and authori- 
tie to his diſciples, and followers, to doe the like: according to 
that their commiſſion in the Goſpel : Then called bethe ewelue Di.

Thus 
much chᷣfeſſed this pattdne of paganiſme, concerning the maynre 
that his E receive, by the power and eomming of our 
Lord leſus Chriſt, which albeit he ſpake with a malicious minde 
to bring Chriſtians in hatred,yet is the confeſſion notable, & con- 
firmeth that ſtorie , which Plutarch in his forenamed book doth 
report: that in the latter yeares of the reigne of the Emperout᷑ Ii. 
berius, a ſtrange voice, and exceeding horrible clamor, with hide. 
ous cries, {kryches, aud ho lings, were heard by many, in the 
Græcian (ea: complayning; that the ge Cod Pan was now depar- 
ted. And this affirmeth Plutarch (that was a gentile) to have been 
allcadged and approved, before the Emperout Jyberius, who 
merveyled gteatly thereat, and could not by alt his diviners , and 
ſouthſayers, whom he talled to that conſulrarion, gather out any 
reaſonable meaning of this woderfbll accident. But we Chriſtians 
-compiring the time wherein it happened, vnto the time of Chriſt 
his death and paſſion, and finding the ſame fully to agree: wemay 
mote then pabablie perſwade our ſelves, that by the death of their
